Presi­ 
dent Richm ond of the railway company 
was in the m ayor’s office and he was re­ 
quested to appear before the council and 
answer Mr. Tilton’s question. 
Mr. Rich­ 
mond appeared and read from Section 23 
of chapter 113 of the public statutes, prov­ 
ing th at the law gives the city officials the 
right to revoke the grant after one year, 
provided th©y believe th at the interests of 
the city Would be befit served thereby. 
Mr. Cutting moved the passage of the 
order and Mr. Tilton felt so well satisfied 
w ith Mr. Richm ond’s answ er th at he sec­ 
onded the motion. The order was passed 
to be ordained.

TUG PURCHASE OF WATERSHED LANDS. 


The most im portant action looking to 
th e hcalt i of our community since the 
introduction of the sewerage system was 
th a t of the city council Monday night, 
which w ill result in the purchase by the j 
city of land in the watershed of the res- j 
crvoir. The action will m eet w ith uni­ 
versal approval and will readily be seen 
to liave been a wise one, not only as an 
immediate safeguard against water pollu­ 
tion but as a stroke of business. 
The possession of the property by the 
city is a m atter of necessity; if it had not 
been dem onstrated positively as being 
such 
before the 
completion 
of 
the 
reservoir it would be w ithout question 
after the storage of w ater commences. 
Hod not the city voluntarily taken such 
action in a wise and public spirited man­ 
ner it would have been the duty of the 
local board of health to have demanded it, 
and even if it had not done so of its ow n 
accord, as undoubtedly it would have 
ci me, the state board of health would pro­ 
bably have demanded it regardless of 
lceal opinion on the subject. 
The property could have been acquired 
by condemning it, but such a process is 
always objectionable for m any reasons 
when it can be avoided. 
It is an arbi­ 
trary process and is liable to create a 
feeling th at injustice ia involved in it* 
execution and there is much expense and 
a great deal of inconvenience attending 
it. Doubtless in the end the acquiring of 
the property in th at wray would have re- 
fculted in its costing the city quite as much 
as the purchase in this more satnfactory 
m anner will. 
The good work of guarding our splen­ 
did supply of drinking w’ater will not 
have been fully accomplished until other } 
lands th at could in any way be the means 
of e ither increasing the w ater supply or 
of contam inating it be placed absolutely 
under control of the city. 
We believe 
th a t when our reservoir is completed and 
an abundance of good w ater assured, a8 
it will be, our city will find th at it has 
added to its acquirem ents a possession 0 { 
incalculable value and one th at will prove 
one of its chief inducem ents for capital a« 
well as for a desirable class of residents to 
locate%here. There is money as well a8 
health and comfort in an unfailing w’&ter 
supply carefully guarded against contain* 
iuution.

Diaz, the Lecturer.

The life story of Alberto Diaz, who is to 
lecture tomorrow evening in the Baptist 
church, is as interesting as the creation 
of the most im aginative novehst’s mind. 
Born in Cuba, educated in the University 
of Havana and graduating from a medical 
school, he began his first work by joining 
In a rebellion againt Spain. 
W hile scout­ 
ing with a fellow soldier their retreat was 
cut off except by way of the sea and pre­ 
ferring to drown in place of suffering the 
horrors of a Spanish im prisonment, the 
two drifted from land on planks. 
His companion was drowned but Diaz 
was picked up unconscious, by a passing 
boat and brought to New York where, 
penniless and a stranger, he was taken ill 
W hile there h^ learned to read and speak 
English. Spain having granted amnesty 
he returned to Cuba aud continued his 
medical labors. 
He has 
been severa 
times in prison. 
He was recently im ­ 
prisoned for supposed sym pathy with the 
revolutionary party. As soon as news of 
his arrest reached this country, petitions 
began pouring into W ashington asking 
our governm ent to interfere in his be­ 
half. 
Diaz was freed by the authorities, who 
became alarm ed a t the commotion being 
made over his im prisonm ent, and he was 
compelled to leave the island.

No D rbaiouient o f Money—No Repudia­ 
tion of I>ebts—Free Coinage Im perils 
the Nation's Safety 
W orkingm en and 
Farmer* H are Most at Stake — “Good 
M oney Never Made Hard Times.” 


M ajor M cK inley’s letter of acceptance 
is as sound as a gold dollar. 
The fol­ 
low ing are some of his best points: 
W hat Free Coinage Means. 
The character of the money w hich 
shall m easure our values and exchanges 
and settle our balances w ith one another 
aud w ith the nations of the w orld is of 
such prim ary im portance and so far- 
reaching in its consequences as to call 
for the most painstaking investigation, 
and in the end a sober and unprejudiced 
judgm ent a t the pe lls. W e m ust not be 
m isled by phrases nor deluded by false 
theories. 
F ree silver w ould not m ean 
th a t silver dollars were to be freely had 
w ithout cost or labor. 
I t w ould m ean 
the free use of th e m ints of the U nited 
States for the few who are owners of 
silver bullion, but w ould m ake silver 
coin no freer to the m any who are en­ 
gaged in other enterprises. 
It w ould not m ake labor easier, the 
hours of labor shorter or the pay better. 
It w ould not m ake farm ing less labori­ 
ous or m ore profitable. 
It w ould not 
start a factory or m ake a dem and for an 
additional d ay ’s labor. 
I t w ould create 
no new occupations. 
It w ould 
add 
nothing to the com fort of the masses, 
the capital of the peoplo or the w ealth 
of the nation. 
I t seeks to introduce a 
new m easure of value, but w ould add 
no value to the thing measured. 
It 
w ould n o t conserve values. On the con­ 
trary, it w ould derange all existing v al­ 
ues. 
I t w ould not restore business con­ 
fidence, but its direct effect w ould be to 
destroy the little Which yet rem ains. 
Tito m eaning of the coinage plan 
adopted at Chicago is th a t any one m ay 
take a q u an tity of silver bullion, now 
w orth 53 cents, to the m ints of the 
U nited States, have it coined at the ex­ 
panse of the governm ent and receive for 
it a silver dollar w hich shall be legal 
tender fo r tho payment of all debts, pub­ 
lic and private. Tlie ow ner of the silver 
bullion w ould get the silver dollar. 
It 
w ould belong to bim and nobody else. 
O ther people w ould get it only by th eir 
labor, the products of th eir laud or 
som ething of value. The bullion owner, 
on the basis of present values, w ould re­ 
ceive the silver dollar for 53 cents’ 
w orth of silver, and other people w ould 
be required to receive it as a fu ll dollar 
in the paym ent of debts. 
The govern­ 
m ent w ould get nothing from the tran s­ 
action. 
It w ould bear the expense of 
coining the silver, and the com m unity 
w ould suffer loss by its use. 
Silver Dollars New on a Gold liasis. 
W e have coined since 
1878 m ore 
than 400,000,000 
of 
silver 
dollars, 
w hich are m aintained by the govern­ 
m ent a t p arity w ith gold and are fu ll 
legal tender for the paym ent of all 
debts, public and private. How are the 
silver dollars now in use different from 
those w hich w ould be in use under free 
coinage? They are to be of th e same 
w eight and fineness. 
They are to bear 
tlie same stam p of the governm ent. 
W hy w ould they not be of the sam e 
value? I an sw e r: The silver dollars now 
in use w ere coined on account of tho 
governm ent, and not for private account 
or gain, and the governm ent has sol­ 
em nly agreed to keep them as good as 
the best dollars We have. 
The govern­ 
m ent bought th e silver bullion at its 
m arket value and coined it into silver 
dollars. H aving exclusive control of the 
m intage, it only coins w hat it can hold 
at a parity w ith gold. 
The profit, rep­ 
resenting the difference between the 
com m ercial value of the silver bullion 
and the face valrfo of the silver dollar, 
goes to tlie governm ent for th e benefit 
of the people. 
Farmer» and Laborers W ould Suffer Most. 
If Hiere is any one th in g w hich should 
be free from speculation and fluctuation, 
it is the money of a country. 
It ought 
never to be the subject of m ere partisan 
contention. W hen w e p art w ith our la ­ 
bor, our producrtn or our property, we 
should receive in retu rn money w hich 
is as stable and unchanging in value as 
the ingenuity of honest m en can m ake 
it. 
Debasement of tlie currency m eans 
destruction of values. No one suffers so 
m uch from cheap money as the farm ers 
and laborers. They are tlie first to feel 
its bad effects and the last to recover 
from them . 
T his has been the uniform 
experience of all countries, and here as 
elsewhere. The poor, and not the rich, 
are alw ays the greatest snfferers from 
every attem pt to debase our money.

w ould fall w ith alarm ing severity upon 
investm ents already m ade, upon insur­ 
ance com panies and their policy holders, 
upon savings banks and their depositors, 
apon 
building and 
loan association 
members, upon the savings of thrift, 
upon pensioners and th eir fam ilies, and 
upon wage earners and the purchasing 
power of their wages.

history arig h t or been careful students 
of the events of recent years. 
We never 
had greater prosperity in this country, 
in every field of em ploym ent and indus­ 
try, than in the busy years from 1880 
to 1892, during all of w hich tim e this 
country was on a gold basis and em ­ 
ployed m ore gold money in its fiscal and 
business operations than ever before.

Dr. E. Sommer has contributed a paper 
to a well l:noWH and widely circulated 
medical journal in which he promulgates 
the tiieory that sleep is the result of deoxy- 
genation of the organism in which it oc­ 
curs. 
According to his theory, the blood 
and the tissues possess the property of stor­ 
ing tip the oxygen inhaled and then sup­ 
plying it in proportion to the requirements 
of the economy. When this store of oxygen 
is exhausted or becomes too small to longer 
sustain the vital activity of tho brain, 
nervous system, muscles, etc., the body 
falls into that particular state which we 
call sleep. During tho continuance of this 
deep repose fresh quantities of oxygen are 
being stored up in the blood to act as a 
supply to the awakened vital powers.

Yet it has been seized upon by the 
physical wrecks of civilization as n means 
of stimulating the flickering spark of life, 
and a strychnine “ jag” can be added to 
the hilarious moments that nerve smash­ 
ing drugs afford. 
The discovery of the strychnine fiend 
was made by a religious worker in a large 
city, whose mission takes him nightly into 
the society of women to whom excitement 
of some kind is essential to the forgetful­ 
ness of life’s d:vrk side. 
This missionary 
recently found, early one morning, the 
form of a well dressed woman prostrate on 
the pavement. 
8he was taken to one of 
tho institutions in connection with which 
the missionary worked, and a doctor sent 
for. It was clearly a case of “ jag” of some 
kind or other. 
The usual remedies were 
applied, but the deathlike pallor of the pa­ 
tient’s face and 
queer action of the 
hourt alarmed the doctor, and he ordered 
her clothing to be searched to obtain a clew 
to guide him in his efforts to bring her to 
consciousness. 
In tho woman’s pocket was found a 
■email Dottle containing a few pellets, 
rr»ich upon investigation, proved to con­ 
tain enough strychnine to kill an elephant. 
The woman was suffering from en over 
dose of strychnine, and the drug had done 
its work well. 
It was with the greatest 
difficulty that her life was saved, and for 
dsys following this she criod pitifully for 
the deadly Ionio that was withheld from 
her. 
From her own statement, and the 
doctor and those present believed it, she 
had begun by taking a very small portion 
of strychnine, and, as the craving for the 
drug increased, had added to her daily 
dose until she found she could take with 
impunity a quantity sufficient to kill ten 
people who were* unused to poison. 
A reporter who visited the chemists’ 
shops in the districts gathored some addi­ 
tional particulars regarding 
tho new 
“ dope. ” One oliemist stated that tlie poi­ 
son book, in which entries are made of all 
deadly drugs sold, showed a steady in­ 
crease in the amount of strychnine con­ 
sumed. “ It is quite evident that the new 
stim ulant is gaining in favor,” said this 
druggist, “ and the recklessness of the 
‘fiends’ is sure to result in some fatality 
unless druggists decline to sell strychnine 
altogether. Those addicted to its use buy 
it in pellets, and the dose they take is reg­ 
ulated by themselves. The seasoned hands 
are able to tako an enormous quantity 
without doing anything more than quick­ 
ening the beating of their dying hearts 
and stimulating their jaded nerves, but 
those to whom the drug is a new thing 
are likely to kill themselves with a com­ 
paratively smull quantity. 
“ I have on iny books the names of wom­ 
en who are shining ornaments of society 
who send to me for strychnine pellets with 
the stereotyped assertion that they are 
wanted to kill a dying cat. 
The women 
who send for the poison are without doubt 
victims of the strychnine habit. 
Then I 
shall show you the names of men who are 
regular customers for strychnine. In their 
case the poison is usually taken to coun­ 
teract the evil effects of tobacco smoking. 
A person can derive some benefit from tak­ 
ing strychnine, as the stimulating action 
of the one poison counteracts the sedative 
effects of the othJr. In these cases the 
poison may be taken with some benefit, 
under medical direction, but with the or­ 
dinary ‘fiend’ who merely takes it for the 
pleasurable sensation it produces the after 
effect is bound to be disastrous.”—Pear­ 
son’s Weekly. 


Doe* H a ir E v e r S u d d e n ly T u rn W h ite ? 
Does human lialr ever suddenly whiten 
in the cases of persons under strong emo­ 
tions of grief or terror? The popular no­ 
tion is decidedly In favor of an affirmative 
answer to the question. 
We say that the 
popular notion would readily draw one to 
such a conclusion. Perhaps the assertion 
could be made somewhat stronger, for of 
late years the physiologists and the natu­ 
ralists pretty generally agree that blanch­ 
ing of the hair in cases of sudden right 
and extreme sorrow can be easily proved. 
Haller in his “ Elementa Physiologie” re­ 
fers to ei"lit different authorities for ex­ 
amples of such changes, but all that he 
appears to udmit for himself is that 
under the Influence of impaired health 
such changes may take place slowly. 
Marie Antoinette was cited by favorers of 
the popular notion as a striking and well 
authenticated instance, but Haller denies 
that the whitening took place suddenly. 
He also incidentally mentions the fact 
that the transaetions of the Royal society, 
extending over a period of 23-¿ centuries, 
do not oontain an account of a single in­ 
stance of such change in the color of tho 
hair. 
Dr. Ixiyeock, on the authority of 
Burgeon Parry, tells of a rebel sepoy who 
is said to have become prematurely gray 
within less than a half hour. Haller, s'ill 
*kepticr I, says that ho believes this to have 
been a case where the hair had been stain­ 
ed a dark brown or black, and that the col­ 
oring was washed out by rain during the 
30 minutes mentioned by Dr. Parry. —St. 
Louis Republic.

Baked Rvni. 
It is frequently ask*| why some bams 
fcasta eo much better Sian others. 
This 
•would not 1)8 the case if they were baked 
»nd not boiled until ail the sweetness was 
extracted, which is generally done in the 
majority of cases where they are found 
tasteless and discolored. Of course a great 
deal depends upon the quality of the ham, 
and none but the best sugar cured should 
be selected. Hero is a good rule for their 
treatment: 
Make a stiff paste c*f fiour and water, 
with which completely cover the ham. 
Then place It iu a bake pan containing a 
little water, with which it must be occa­ 
sionally basted. It will require about four 
or fivo hours to bake a ham of medium 
size in a moderate oven. Tho cook must 
of course use her judgment by testing it 
occasionally with a fork. At the expiration 
of that time remove the ham, and the en­ 
tire top can be peeled off like a sheet of 
leather, leaving only the fat exposed, 
which must be well covered with bread 
crumbs. Return to the oven long enough 
to brown, then set aside until cold before 
using, as it is twice as easy to cut in 
tempting thin slices, besides lasting as 
long again. 
Bear in mind one thing— 
never cut ham against the grain; always 
begin in the center, and you will do weik 
—Good Housekeeping.

After all the ridicule heaped upon 
book farming, or scientific farming, it 
has come to pass that this is the only 
sort of farm ing that can bo made profit­ 
able.

T h e F ish D id N o t L ive on F ire . 
A paper having appeared some time 
since in ono of the sensational London 
weeklies in which the phenomenon of tho 
expulsion of fish from volcanoes was spoken 
of as strange andctstounding, a Mr. Scrope 
of the Royal society set about explaining 
the wonder. 
Tho original article, which 
bore the title “ Fish Which Live In Firo,” 
was by one Rev. W. W. Spicer. In his ex­ 
planation of the oddity of these fish having 
been expelled by the active volcano (a fact 
which was vouched for by hundreds of 
eyewitnesses), 
Mr. Scrope says: “ The 
fish did not live below the fire line, as the 
sensationalist who wrote the article re­ 
ferred to would have us believe. 
His sen­ 
sational version of a very simple fact is 
only one of several which, on the authority 
of tho great Prussian traveler, have been 
repeated by compilers of treatises on vol­ 
canic phenomena. Tho simple fact, I con­ 
ceive, is that the fish in question lived in 
tho open air in crater lakes, such as are fre­ 
quently found at the summits of volcanoes. 
Fine ashes, nsually the last product of a 
volcanic eruption, form tho lining of most 
craters. 
These ashes are very retentive of 
moisture, and consequently they often oc­ 
casion tho formation of lakes at the bot­ 
toms of the depressions left by the last 
eruption. 
In the course of time water 
from the clouds gathers in these hollows, 
and after the lapse of years of inactivity on 
the part of the volcano fish of the same 
kinds that aro often found in mountain 
streams and lakes appear in these volcanic 
reservoirs. 
Later on an eruption occurs 
and the fish are thrown out with the nmd, 
water, lava and other materials, and then 
the sensationalist has a wonderful story to 
tell of the creatures that lived in a burn­ 
ing volcano.
